WasHinaton, November 6.—[Special.]— 
The widely circulated report that Senator His- 
cock is to be secretary of war, to succeed Ked- 

field Proctor, isregarded in Washington not 
only as improbable but as ridiculous, In ad- 
vance of a settlement of the question of the 
political complexion of the New York legisia- 
ture, it would be premature for the president 
to suggest him for the vacancy at the head of 
the war department. There at present exists 
alack of harmony among the New York re- 
publicans, and the president will not at pres-

HE IS FOR BLAINE, 


What Ex-Governor Alonzo B. Cornell Has 
to Say. 

MiIppLEsBoROUGH, Ky., November 6.— 
[Special.]}—Ex-Governor Alonzo B. Cornell, 
of New York, arrived here this morning to 
spend a few days. He said to your correspond- 
ept that he was the last republican executive 
of the empire state, and he was surprised and 
unprepared to hear of the result of the recent 
elections in New York, and especially in Mas- 
sacliusetts and Iowa. 

Doesn't Believe in McKinley. 

After speaking at some length of the eorrup- 
tive and unfair methods adopted by Senator 
Piatt, of New York, at the oonvention which 
nominated Folger for governor, he was asked 
for an opinion upon the possibilitiesof McKin- 


ley becoming the republican candidate for the 


presidency in 1892. The ex-governor replied 
that the Ohio election meant nothing of special 
signineance, and that McKinley will not and 
could not loom up as a serious or formidabe 
presidential candidate. When pressed for a 
reason he added with  consideradvie 
irony, that the man whose name 
commenced with Mc wonld never be the nom- 
inee of either of the great parties, nor could he 
be elected even if the nomination were se- 
cured. 
Blaine to the Front. 

The ex-governor is a firm believer in 
‘James G. Blaine, and with great warmth said 
that if the “plumed knight”? were nominated 
he would carry New York by 50,000 majority, 
and make a clean sweep of all the northern 
states. Mr. Cornell is now entirely out of 


- politics, so he says. 


KANSAS FOR BLAINE. 


The Republican Leaders of That State Want 
to Drop Harrison. 

ToreKA, Kan., November 6.—([Special.]— 
The recent elections in New York, Massachu- 
setts, Ohio, Pennsylvania and Iowa have 
cansed a great deal of presidential talk among 
the leaders of both parties. 

Blaine has always been the choice of the 
Kansas republicans, but the recent elections 
have stimulated the sentiment, and nearly 
svery repablican is for him. Tonight a 
quiet meeting is being held by afew leading 
republicans of the state to start a movement 
for Blaine and McKinley for 1892. It is sur- 
prising the number of republicans who have 
announced their names as their choice. ‘The 
méeting tonight is attended by prominent re- 
publicans, who are desirous of forming Blaine 
and McKinley clubs over the state, and pre- 
pare to send a solid delegation to the next 
convention for these leaders. It is claimed 
that inthe event of Mr. Blaine’s death,a 
man his peer as a leader would succeed to the 
presidency, and that such a ticket would win 
against all combinations. 


WHAT SENATOR PALMER SAYS. 


Flower’s Victory Means a New York Man 
as Democratic Candidate for President. 
SPRINGFIELD, Ill., November 6.—Senator- 

slect Palmer, democrat, credits the democratic 

defeat in Ohio largely tothe silver plank in 
the democratic platform. Senator Palmer 
thinks the results in most of the states show 
tha‘ the protective tariff is not popular with 
them and he attaches much importance to the 
democratic victories in New York, Iowa, 

Maryland and Massachusetts. 

“The election of Flower in New York,”’ he 
continued, ‘‘means that that state will be the 
pivotal state in 1892; that New York will be 
the key to the situation ,and that a: New4York 
man will be nominated by the democratic party 
for president.” 


WATCHING THE RETURNS 


To Ascertain the Complexion of the New 
York Legislature. 

New York, November 6.—Every politician 
in the state is now figuring on the political 
complexion of the next legislature, as should 
the democrats control both branches it is ad- 
mitted that the first thing done would be the 
redistricting of the state.- Both parties are 
Claiming majorities in each branch, but the 
latest returns received by the Associated Press 
indicate that the senate will stand: Repub- 
licans, 17; democrats, 14; independent re- 
publicans, 1. According to the same returns, 
the assembly will stand: Republicans, 60; 
democrats, 66; independent democrats, 2.

These same counties 
last year gave Richards, 51,735; Boyd. 37,857; 
Powers, 53,048; indicating a falling off in the 
total vote of 42,525.

INVITED TO SAVANNAH, 


President Harrison Waited Upon by Geor- 
gians, 

WASHINGTON, November 6.—The mayor of Sa- 
vannah, Ga., with committee of aldermen and 
citizens, called at the white house this afternoon 
and invited the president and cabinet to visit 
S.vannah during the winteras guests of the wu- 
nicipality and citizens. 

The president oe serge and said, that he 
could make no promises, as he anticipated he 
would be very busy during the coming session 
of congress, yet he would keep the invitation in 
mind and do his best to accept it. 

The invitation was presented in informal shape, 
but the delegation did not make any Set speeches. 
The call was an informa! one, the president re- 
ceiving the visitorsin the cabinet room on his 
way to his office from luncheon. 

‘Lhe committee was composed of Senator Col- 

uitt, Mayor McDonough, Aldermen Bailey, 
Charlton, Bryan, Citizens Purse, Young, Rebarrer 
and O’ Byrne. 

A telegram was received this morning from E. 
A. Buck and other Georgia republicans adding 
their invitation to that of the committee from Sa- 
vannah. ‘They desire to have the president note 
the water facilities of the city and judge the pro- 
priety of increasing them. 


OVER SIX THOUSAND KILLED. 


An Official Telegram About the Earth- 
quake in Japan. 

WASHINGTON, November 6.—A telegram 
from the Japanese government received today 
by Mr. Tateno, Japanese minister, gives an 
account of the earthquake in Japan on Octo- 
ber 28th. Itseems from this authenticated 
report thatthe damage caused by the earth- 
quake was confined almost entirely to the pre- 
fectures of Aichi and Gifu, the former of 
which ison the sea about one hundred and 
seventy miles from Tokio, and the latier im- 
mediately to the west. Vagoya is the chief 
city in Aichi prefecture, and has a population 
of 150,000. There are no very large cities in 
Gifu prefecture. No mention is made of any 
damage in any other purts of Japan. Ac- 
cording to the telegram 6,500 rsons were 
killed ; 9,000 injured, and 75,000 houses totally 
destroyed and 1,200 badly damaged. 


He Could Open All Locks. 

Brivcerort, Conn., November 6.—Alfred C. 
Hobbs, formerly general manager of the Union 
Metallic Cartridge Company, died early this 
morning frum exhaustion, the resultof brain af- 
fection. Hobbs hasa national reputation on ac- 
count of his wonderful lock-pickinge perform- 
ances. In 1851 he went to London to attend the 
world’s fair, and it was at this time that he picked 
the famous Chubb & Brahman locks, a feat that 
created great excitement in England. He was at 
one time in charge of Howe’s sewing machine fac- 
tory, but since 1886, until two years ago, has been 
manager of the cartridge company. 

Opening Up Again. 

Sioux City, November 6,——As a result of 
the democratic victory in Iowa the hope that 
the prohibition law will be soon repealed, the 
Union stock yards in this city announces that 
it will soon begin the construction of a large 
brewery here. It is also asserted that two 
breweries, which have been idle for severai 
years, will be started up.

Bob Wilkinson was torn into atoms. Gus Johnson 
died in one hour, and Jack@cott had both eyes 
torn out. Three others bad ~ legs broken and 
were internally injured, while three others were 
badly bruised, but not seriously. The explosion 
was caused by one of the men striking giant 
powder in one of the shafts with his drill.

HIT HIM WITH A LAMP 


And Soon He 


Was Enveloped in 
Flames, 


WHICH CAUSED HIS DEATH NEY? DAY. 


A Tragedy in a New York Toene- 
ment, 


RESULTING FROM A DRUNKEN BRAWL. 


A Woman Throws a Lamp at a Man—His 
Clothing Soon Blazes, and He 
Is Fatally Burned, 


New York, November6.—Patrick McGuire, ’ 
of No. 209 East Ninety-eighth street, was 
struck with a lighted lamp by a drunken wo- 
man named Gaffney, as he lay in bed last 
night,and died early this morning. MoGuire’s 
wife is an babitual drunkard. The Gaffney 
woman had beenalispossessed of her home some- 
where in Harlem, and went to McGuire's to 
ask for lodging for the night, she being an at- 
quaintance of McGuire’s. McGuire ordered her 
out. Mrs. McGuire sided with Mrs. Gaffney 
and McGuire retired in disgust, after getting 
& good tongue-lashing. The women drank ¢an 
after can of beer. 

McQuire opened the door of his room and 
asked them to be quiet. Then they kicked his 
door in and jeered at him. McGuire, 
thoroughly enraged, called the Gaffney woman 
avilename. She seized a lighted kerosene 
lamp and threw itat him, The top flew off 
and the oil splashed over the man and his 
clothes. The bed was saturated and in an in- 
stant McGuire was enveloped in a mass of 
flames. He jnmped from the bed shrieking 
with terror and pain. The underclothes which 
he had left on him during the night clung to 
him while they burned into his fiesh. He tore 
them from his body and then fell fainting on 
the floor. The women, sobered by the terrible 
sight, beat out the flames in the room with 
pillows and threw water on McGuire until the 
flames were extinguished. The Gaffney 
woman sneaked out of the house but has since 
been arrested.

A Letter from Hon, Patrick Walsh to Pres- 
ident Harrison. 

WASHINGTON, November 6.—Hon. Patrick 

Walsh, of Georgia, president of the Augusta 

exposition, has written a letter to President 

Harrison, in response to a request for informa- 

tion in regard to the industrial progress of the 


south, in which he says: 

The south is developing rapidly, and her manu- 
facturing possibilities cannot be exaggerated,

#undred thousand bales of the 2,400,000 consumed 
by the United States. In 1480 the south took enly 
180,000 baies, Of the $6,000,000 tons of iron pro- 
duced last year, the south contributed 2, 
tons, or more than the production of the upton in 
1860. England fell behind our country last year 
500,000 tons. As one of the most encouraging evi- 
dences of the south's industrial progress, she pro- 
duced last year nearly one-fourth the amount of 
iron produced in Great Britain, waite:

The south’s tuture for the manufacture of cotton 
is assured. Her production of iron and manu- 
facture thereof offered profitable fields for invest- 
ment, That the pressure of official duties should 
deprive us of the pleasure of welcoming you to 
Augusta and our exposition is a matter of disap- 
pomtment and regret to our fellow-citizens, as 
well as to the directors and officers of the Augusta 
Exposition Company, who are under obligations 
for the official sanction extended to our enter- 
prise, and for the personal and official courtesy 
extended during their visit to Washington.

THE BEARS PULLED IT DOWN, 


Dealings in Futures on the New York 
Cotton Exchange. 

New YORK, November 6.—The Sun’s cotton 
review says: Cotton futures opened at a sharp 
decline, partially recovered, again declined, clos- 
ing steady at seven to nine points decline. The 
most conspicuous feature of the market today was 
the manner in which it stood up under a combina- 
tion of bearish influences that is seldom brought 
against any great staple. The early decline was 
due toa drop of three to five sixty-fourthsin the 
Liverpool market, under which Muorch contr ‘cts 
receded to eight torty-one. Then cime natural 
buying to cover contr.cts, on which there was a 
recovery toeight and forty-one hundredths. Then 
the interior movement came into play. Receipts 
at interior towns proved tv be materially 
inj excess of the estimates, and stocks 
were very large. Under these influences prices 
receded to nearly the lowes: tigures of the morn- 
ing. The bears began to tread on perilous ground, 
Prices touched today for December about the 
lowest figures of the semi-panic la t summer, 
The deciine from the highest figures in October 
is 125 points. They must not furget the incident 
in recent years, when astorm on the day before 
Thanksgiving caused an advance of fifty points a 
day after. Tey are exposed to just such a twist 
now. Prices may recede another twenty-five 
points, but they are quite as likely to advance 100 
soints. So, the bears stand in the position of 

tting 4 to 1. 
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COAL FAMINE IN CHICAGO. 


Caused by the Strikes in the Pittsburg and 
Indiana Fields. 

Cricaao, November 6.—There is a coal 
famine at the Chicago docks wiere steamers 
and tugs are supplied, caused by strikes in the 
Pittsburg and Indiana block coai tields. Ev- 
ery availabie ton of fuel has been exhausted 
at south Chicago and stocks here have become 
so low that steamers are using anything they 
ean get. O, S. Richardson & Co, have 300 
cars at Cleveland, which they intended to 
ship immediately by the lake, in order to re- 
lieve the famine here, but yesterday the firm 
found a railroad company had confiscated the 
entire amount for its locomotives. The troa- 
bie extends to all manufacturing establish- 
ments heretofore using Pittsburg and Indiana 
block ceal. 


TARRED AND FEATHERED. 


Law and Order People Visit a Disreputa- 
ble Woman in New Jersey. 
Wasuinctoxs, N. J., November 6—The 
Glen Gardners Law and Order Society on last 
Tuesday night treated an alleged disorderly 
woman toa coat of tar and feathers, and or- 
dered her to be more careful of her conduct in 
the future. The womau has made complaint 
to the authorities, and it is probable the arrest 
and punishment of those implicated will fol- 
low. The matter has created great excite- 
ment ail through that section of the state.

Yesterday the men émployed in the Thistle 
mine, which is operated by the East Tennes- 
see Mining Company, demanded a check- 
weighman. In their demand they sbecitied 
that a check-weighoian should be put on yes- 
terday morning. The company had no oppor- 
tunity to act, and the men walked out at once. 
Another mine is opeiated by the same cow- 
song at Fratervillie. The men there yesterday 

emanded a check-weighman 2iso, and gave 
the company until Monday to act. If not put 
on, they wil) strike Monday. 

Chattanooga's Contingent.

THE MAVERICK BANK. 


Everything Waiting Until the Receiver 
Qualifies. 

Boston, November 6.—The affairs of the 
Maverick bank are being straightened out as 
fast as possible under the circumstances, Mat- 
ters cannot be completely untangled until the 
receiver qua.ifies and assumes his duties, and 
until the loans, assets and claims are classified 
and scheduled. Examiner Ewer is accumu- 
lating the money for checks received since the 
bank's suspension, and it is expected that this 
will be released when the receiver takes 
charge. The money tn bank at the time of 
closing its doors has been overstated. The 
goid and legal tenders amount to $1,000,000, 
the miscellaneous funds to $150,000,.and the 
exchange for clearing to $300,000, or a total of 
nearly one million five hundred thousand 
dollars. There was very .littie money in New 
York in the bank’s account. 

District Attornéy Allen, in an argument 
before sim Nelson today on the question of 
bail for the Maverick bank oflicers, said he re- 
ceived a statement from Examiner Ewer that 
Messers. Potter, French and Dana owed the 
Maverick bank over iwo million ive hundred 
thousand dollars. He further stated that the 
exaruiner said thatamong the assets of the 
bank were found notes endcrsed by the three 
accused directors, the promissories of which 
could not be found, and whom he believed did 
notexist. The bail of French has been re- 
duced to $60,000, and John Stetson went on 
the bond, French being released, 

Mn Lacey Explafts Matters.  —- 

Comptroller Lacey, who arrived here today, 
said: 

“The Maverick National bank was closed 
by my orders upon information from Mr Ewer 
that the bank wag insolvent, supported by the 
investigation of members of the ciearing house 
committee. The report that six months ago 
I advised the bank president to withold any 
report on the Maverick bank in the hope that 
that bank might recover, is without founda- 
tion. The bank alluded to as having been in 
a bad condition three or four months ago, and 
which has since pulled through, is not a Bos- 
top bank.” 


THE ANGRY DEPOSITOR 


Who Was Anxioas to Get His Money Ont 
of the Bank. 

FLORENCE, Ala., November 6.—[Special.]— 
“Give me my money, and give it to me 
quick,” was what an excited depositor said, 
as he forced his way through the crowd around 
the doors of the Bank of Florence, and pointed 
a pistol at the vice president. He was quickly 
led away and the doors closed. The failure of 
the Bank of Florence, which occurred. this 
morning, makes the third institution of the 
kind to go under in this city in two years. The 
officers of the bank refuse to make a state- 
ment, but claiin that the bank will resume in 
a few days. The assets of the bank are $50,- 
000 and the liabilities less than half that 
amount. The failure was totally unexpected 
and is deplored by all. 

Failure of the Florence Bank. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., November 6.—A Florence, 
Ala., special says: The bank of Florence failed 
this morning tu open its doors. The officers re- 


fase to make a statement, andthe assets and lia- 
bilities cannot be ascertained. 


Another Koston Bank Has a Kun.

The flames gotin some very destructive work at 
Big Lick, in Stanley county, thismoring. Att 
o’clock the storehouse of Mr. J. W. Efird was dis- 
covered to be on fire, and before assistance ar- 
rived the flames were beyond control. The fire 
spread rapidly, and the storehouses of Russell &

Corx, November 6 —At the polls today will 
be decided questions of great importance as to 


| whether the Parnellites are to remain in 


power in Irish politics, or whether the Mc- 
Carthyite forces, with their priestly cham- 
pions, are to ‘‘rule” Ireland, and whether or 
not there isto be union in the [Trish parlia- 
mentary forces, for it’s claimed if the Par- 
nellites are defeated today union is possible 
before the general election, while if they are 
victorious, union is said to be beyond the 
bounds of possibility. 

Contrary to general expectations, the polling 
opened quietly. The election is for # successor 
to Parneli in parliament, the candidates being 
John E. Redmond, the acknowledged leader 
of the Parnellites, and Martin Flavin, a Mc- 
Carthy butter merchant. The priests have 
made a house to house canvass of the voters, 
following immediately after the Parnellite 
canvassers, and threatening the electors with 
all sorts of horrible things if they vowed for 
Redmond or faiied to vote for Flavin. 

Guarded by Police. 

In order to avert possible disaster, the polls 
this morning were strongly guarded by squads 
of police, who had come prepared for any 
emergency. There were the usual scenes at- 
tending a closely contested election. The Mc- 
Carthyites are more confident than the others 

At the close of the polling, Fiavin was gen- 
erally credited with victory. The poi] bosses 
wefe escorted from outlying districts by 
troops and police. The counting of ballots 
will commence in the morning. The polling 
was heavy. Eventhe lame and blind were 
sought out and brought up to the polling 
places. Ithas been noticeable that in the 
many altercations between the priests and 
Parnellites, the women in most cities sided with 
the priests. William O'Br.en received an ova- 
tion from the women, who presented him with 
flowers, and even divested themselves of their 
shaw!]s for hii to walk upon. 

The supporters of Fiavin claim a majority 
of 1,200 for him, while the Parnellites believe 
they carried the election by 100.

Paris, November 6.—The Brazilian min- 
ister here, in an interview today, said: 

“The Brazilians will never accept a dicta- 
torship, and President Fonseca wil] not dream 
of it. Ifhe did, I should resign and ally my- 
self with the party that would seek to over. 
throw, even by violent means, such a dictator- 
ship. Martial law has not been precilaimed in 
the provinces, because there are no monarch- 
ists there. Martia! law has been proclaimed 
only in Rio Janeiro as a protection against 
monarchist atiempts at a restoration 
of the empire.

We had better stick 
to the law and not violate the charter. We may 
have got the equities. but it is doubtful if we 
have got the law. I confess 1 have changed my 
views on this question. I am going to resolve 
my doubts by doing what I think right, From 
what has been said there is no doubt thatif 
this ordinance is adopted Mayor Hemphill 
will approve it.” 

A motion was made to indefinitely postpone 
Mr. King’s resolution. 

The vote resulted as follows: 
nays, 4. 

‘Lhose who voted inthe afiirmative were: 
Messrs. Tye, McBride, Sawtell, Hulsey, Hen- 
drix, Murphey, Lambert. 

Those who voted no were: Messrs. Kinyon, 
Turner, King and Holbrook. 

Mr. Hendrix madea motion to reconsider 
the action of the council on the petition of 
James Loyd & Co., in allowing their billiard 
room to be kept open till 12 o’clock at night. 

“IT don’t want to make flesh of some and 
fow! of others,” said Mr. Hendrix. “If we 
are going to give them this privilege, why 
not give it to others. I move that the peti- 
tion be tabled.’’ 

Mr. Hendrix's motion prevailed. 

The report of the commissioner of public 
works for the month of October was veel 

Mr. Hendrix, in connection with it, intro- 
duced the following: 

Paat, wauereas the commissioner of public works 
reports a number of streets graded and ready for 
curbing and sidewalks on which nocurbing and 
sidewalks are|being set or laid; and, whereas, ina 
chert tine these streets will be impassable unless 
curbing is set and sidewalks laid. Therefore, be 
it resolved, That the commissioner of public 
works and street committee be and they are 
hereby authorized to purchase brick and curbing 
and have them set or laid, and charge the cost 
— to the contractor for sidewalks and curb- 

ng. 

air. Hendrix spoke briefly in support of this 
resolution. He said it should be adopted in 
the incerest of the public. Some of the pave- 
ments are sadiy in need of repairs, and in 
some places are well nigh impassable. The 
streets are graded all over Atlanta, and yet 
there are pavements upon which no bricks 
have been laid. ‘‘Are we,” asked he, ‘‘to 
pander to a lot of contractors and let the peo- 
ple suffer for want of good pavemeuts?’’ 

Mr. Hulsey said he did not believe that any 
member of the council was pandering to any 
contractor. ‘So far as I am concerned, 
[ do not as much as know § the 
name of the contractor. Before voting for 
this resolution weought to besure we are 
doing the right thing. My ideaisto refer the 
matier to the street committee, the members 
of which certainly are tnoré conversant with 
the facts than weare. It would iook hard for 
ns to ignore the contractor and get brick else- 
where. The proper thing forus to do is to 
refer the resolution to the street committee 
with power toact. And Iso move.” 

Mr. Woodward said he objected to referring 
the resolution to the committee with power to 
act. It was giving the committee too much 
power. ‘Ihe contractors,’’ said he, ‘‘are do- 
ing the best they can. They are keeping up 
weil with their work, and I see nu reason 
for taking any such radical action.”’ 

Mr. Lambert: “Lf am against interfering 
with the contractors, who, I know, are doing 
the best they can. They have lost some 500,- 
000 brick by fire. This has put them back. 
Just as soon as they get through with the 
sewer work they will begin bricking the pave- 
inents.’” 

Mr. Kinyon: ‘‘Ilam in favor of any course 
which will expedite the work and fix the 
sidewalks.” 

The resolution was adopted. 

The Electri@®Mailways. 


The committee on electric lights made a re- 
port regarding the laying of two street car 
tracks over the Jones avenue bridge. 

Mr. Joe! Hurt, president of the Atlanta 
Consolidated street railway, was given a 
hearing, avd he stated that two tracks were 
necessary, and be suggested how the work 
should be done. 

Mr. CC, J. Simmons, of the Chattahoochee 
company, also made a statement. 

The report was recommitted, as these two 
gentlemen intimated a purpose to make 
mutuai concessions and agree to a compromise.

Visitors from the northwest wn. ava 
been in Atlanta during the Piedmont expo- 
sition are enthusiastic in their praise of our 
climate. 

These strangers declare that they have 
found here an Indian summer far more de- 
lightful than theirown. But the question 
has been asked: Have we an Indian sum- 
mer? Jt has always been the general im- 
pression that this brief period of warm 
weather in the latter part of autumn was 
confined to the northwest. During recent 
years, however, it has been claimed by many 
that our climate is undergoing a change, 
and a part of the change {s this extra sum- 
mer which we have been enjoying for the 
past few weeks. 

Ifere in Atlanta we are not so much in- 
verested in the old Indian summer contro- 
versy as we are in the weather itself. Here- 
tofore nearly every fair or exposition held in 
this region in October or November was 
seriously interfered with by a number of 
cold and rainy days. ‘This year has been a 
notable and brilliant exception, From first 
to last the exposition has had the favorable 
auspices of bright skies and warm southern 
breezes. Overcoats have rarely been 
needed, even in the early morning and at 
night. 

If this sort of weather is to be one of our 
Areading specialties in future, it is safe to say 
that the Piedmont exposition will loom up 
as one of the greatest attractions on the con- 
tinent, and thousands of northerners will 
make an annual visit to it in order to enjoy 
the finest climate in the world. It is too 
early to make a prediction, but many people 
are strongly convinced that our climate is 
changing for the better. Ifthey are right 
in their conclusions this entire Piedmont 
region will soon be known as the Italy of 
America. 


Will the Grip Come Again ? 

The reappearance of the grip this season 
in a number of Europeau centers of popula- 
tion has revived the theory that this disease 
can be traced to the annual religious pilgrim- 
ages to certain Russian shrines, where great 
crowds congregate under the worst possible 
sanitary conditions. An English writer 
says: 

Bucharest, Viennaand Berlin report that the 
infinenza has once more appeared in those cities, 
and it is further said that it has become a sweep- 
ing epidemic in the interior of Russia. Lf, then, 
it can be shown with any degree of reason that it 
owes its origin to the Russian pilgrimages, the at- 
tention of the civilized world should be called to 
the fact and measures of some sort be taken to 
prevent the annual spread of the affection. The 
idea which finds much favor in England is that 
the influenza is started in the cold and dirty huts 
of Russian peasants, and that it becomes epidemic 
at the shrines towards which the great compauies 
of pilgrims make their way every year, the condi- 
tions cf sanitation at these places being most un- 
satisfactory, and the people persistently neglect- 
ing the most common laws of health. The result 
is that the disease is spread, not among the Russian 
peasan 8 alone, but throughout the lands where 
sanitary precautions are observed, the clean suf- 
fering with the unclean, and in some instanc:s 
serious and even fata! results attending the pro- 
pagation of the inalady, At ieast, this is the theory 
presented, and it has much of probability to com- 
mend it to consideration. 

If there is anything in this theory the 
large European cities would do well to sub- 
ject the returning pilgrims from Russia to 
judicious quarantine regulations. Their 
presence in cities along the world’s great 
lines of travel is a menace to mankind every- 
where. After our experience with this de- 
structive malady last year it is natural that 
the prospect of another visitation should be 
regarded as an appalling calamity. 

Of course there is some hope of escaping 
the crip this winter, but no time should be 
Jost in considering the methods and precau- 
tions which seem best calculated to secure 
our safety. Epidemics of cholera and yel- 
low fever are not a bit more destructive than 
this fatal scourge has proved itself in the 
United States. If we can bar it out we had 
better study the situation, and begin our 
sanitary work at once. 


The Passing of the Mugwump. 

The democratic victory in New York 
demonstrates once more, and with an ew- 
phasis that cannot be mistaken, that cannot 
be misunderstood, the impotency of the 
mugwumps. Inthe municipal contest last 
year, they made a tremendous racket. But 
when the vote was counted it was found 
that the wonderful power and influence of 
the mugwumps had not materialized. They 
were not in it. 

This year they made as much fuss as ever, 
All the little independent Johnnies got their 
guns and went out to hunt the tiger. But 
when the time came for voting they were 
missing, and they have not been heard of 
since. Editor Larry Godkin, who was 
astraddle of the fence, ought to know what 
became of the mugwumps, but he is not 
advertising their whereabouts, 

The truth is, the whole tribe of them, 
with all their power and influence, is. best 
represented by a cipher. They do not 
count. They do not help those they favor 
and they do not hurt those they oppose. 
There is not enough of them lett in sight 
to say goodby to, 


What It Means. 
The New York World is of the opinion 
that it is best to look the facts square in the 
face, and there is certainly to be found in 
that method a reasonable amount of whole- 
some discipline. Ourcontemporary is not 
inclined to gloss over or belittle the result in 
Ohio, or to explain It by theories which are 
pleasant, if not plausible. The World goes 
straight to the bottom facts,. and presents 
the case as follows: 


The significance of Mr. McKinley's election 
perfectly plain. It is the verdiet of the people of 


Ohio in favor of that system of tariff taxation of | 


which Mr. McKinley is the foremost representa- 
tive. It makes of him a very conspicuous and in- 
fluential person in national affairs upon that side 
of the dominant question of the time. 

That side 1s the wrong side,as The World be- 
lieves, but Mr. McKinley’s advocacy of it ia at 
any rate sincere and courageous. He has made a 
perfectly frank and open campaign upon the 
issue. He made somewhat undignified use of 
clap-trap in his tinplate exploits, but he has 
made his canvass squarely upon the issue sug- 
gested by his name, and has frankly asked the 
people of his state to say whether he was right or 
wrong, in their judgment, in his successful effort 
to embody extreme protectionism in law. 

They have given judgment in his favor by a 
moderate majority. Thatis whatthe Ohio elec- 
tion means. 


A clear understanding of this fact will 
enable the democrats to concentrate their 
forces at points where they can fight effec- 
tively, instead of scattering them in an effort 
to carry on a campaign of education. 


The Ten Per Cent Tax. 

The Rand-McNally Bankers’ Monthly, in 
its current issue, suggests that the states 
should make a unanimous demand on con- 
gress for the repeal of the 10 per cent tax 
on the circulation of state banks. ‘‘Now 
that the war is almost past history to the 
present generation,’’ says The Bankers’ 
Monthly, ‘‘this tax, which brings no reve- 
nue and can bring none, should be repealed 
on general principles of justice to the states, 
This is the first step to legislation to regu- 
Jate the terms on which both national and 
State banks can use, for the good of the 
people, the return of their rights and their 
freedom in this matter now unjustly with- 
held from them.”’ 

There is a certain metaphysical vagueness 
about the foregoing remarks, but we krow 
very well what the writer intended to say, 
and we have copied it as one of the. signs 
of the times. <A few years ago such utter- 
ances would have been regarded as an 
‘‘attack”’ on the national banking system; 
whereas, they are now put forward by a 
publication which is interested in the wel- 
fare of the institutions that have grown up 
under that system. There is nothing more 
certain than the fact that the national bank- 
ing system will shortly have to undergo 
some radical changes. It is based on the 
national debt, and it has been the policy of 
the government under both the republican 
and the democratic parties to liquidate this 
debt as rapidly as possible. This liquida- 
tion has proceeded with such dispatch that 
even now the national banks are hampered, 
and some of them have found it necessary 
to decrease the volume of their circulation 
or retire italtogether. If the extract which 
we have wade from The Bankers’ Monthly 
represents the views of any respectable 
number of national bankers it is a very 
healthy sign indeed, for it shows that they 
are preparing to transform their banks into 
state institutions, 

Since 1885 there has been a most surpris- 
ing increase of state banks, and this fact 
emphasizes the advice which The Bankers’ 
Monthly gives. The state banks are now 
more numerous and more prosperous than 
the national banks, and the time has come 
for congress to recognize their rights by re- 
pealing the 10 per cent tax in their circu- 
lation and leave that matter te the states 
themselves, thus giving our financial system 
the benefits of decentralization and _ restor- 
ing its old-time relations to communities 
and commonwealths. 

The sudden and extraordinary rise of 
state commercial banks has already at- 
tracted the attention of financial writers, 
though none of them has attempted to do 
more than set forth the fact. What this 
growth has been may be shown in our own 
state, and in the state of New York, both 
of these commonwealths holding a com- 
manding position in their respective sec- 
tions. In 1885 there were seventcen national 
banks, with a capital of $2,625,000, and 
individual deposits of $3,827,824. In July, 
1891, the number of national banks had 
grown to thirty-two, with a capital of $4,347,- 
896, and individual deposits amounting to 
$5,717,086. In 1885, there were twenty- 
one state banks with a capital of $7,921,950, 
and $5,271,547 of individual deposits, In 
July, 1891, there were fifty-one state banks 
with a capital of $7,082,293, and $12,529,- 
508 of individual deposits, 

In the state of New York there have 
been only seven national banks organized 
since 1885, while there have been eighty-five 
state banks organized. The movement has 
been the same in all the older states. We 
shall not pretend to analyze or to explain it, 
but it certainly goes to show that the re- 
strictions with which the national banks are 
hampered are not satisfactory to those who 
desire to engage in the banking business, 
There are other figures descriptive of the 
situation in New York which are, to say 
the least, interesting. While the state 
banks, since 1885, have increased their de- 
posits over forty-two million dollars, the 
national banks in the same time have in- 
creased their total less than five and a half 
million dollars. While the state banks have 
added nearly ten millions to their capital 
the national banks: have added only a little 
over four and a half millions. 

These figures are cignificant. They show 
that the people at least are getting ready for 
the repeal of the 10 per cent-tax on circu- 
lation.

The Board of Water Commissioners Meets 
Yesterday Morning 


TO CONSIDER SITES FOR WATERWORKS. 


Four Were Considered—-A Resolution 
Passed by the Board—Gossip from the 
Departments ofthe City Hall. 


The water board held an important meeting 
yesterday morning. The finance committee, 
Mayor Hemphill and City Engineer Clayton 
were present, with the commissioners. 

The selection of a site for the reservoir of 
the new wate®works came up. 

There were four bids submitted, as follows: 

The John Ellsworth property near O, A. 
Smith's chemical works, four miles from the 
city. This is situated near three railroads—the 
East Tennessee, the Western and Atlantic 
and the Georgia Pacific. 

The site in the rear of the exposition mills, 
belonging to Messrs. Hemphill, Rice and 
English. 

The Baptist Orphans’ Home property, three 
miles out on the Western and Atlantic road, 
back of Van Winkle and Boyd’s. 

The Dr. Green site, near the Belt railroad, 
owned by Dr. H. H. Green, C. W. Hunnicutt, 
R. R. Horton and Judge E. C. Kontz, 

The owners of these pieces of property 
spoke in behalf of them and then they were 
discussed by the water board. 

The choice of the members lay between the’ 
Green and Ellsworth property. 

The former is to cost $65,000, andis forty- 
five acres in extent. The estimated cost of 
the work to be done there is $50,000, and the 
reservoir will hold 198,000,000 gallons. 

The Ellsworth poperty is eighty-four 
acres, and will cost $24,000. The cost 
of the reservoir and excavation to be 
done there is $67,000 and the 
reservoir will bold 135,000,000 gallons. 

This will make $24,000 in favor of the lat- 
ter. |

and is a milo nearer in than the other.

Albany Will Soon Get Better Depot 
Facilities, 


AND PERHAPS A UNION DEPOT. 


That Is Preferred by the Citizens to Sepa- 
rate Depost — W ork of the Commis- 
sion—N otes of Many Lines, 


— 


The railroad commission had the representa- 
tive officials of four or tive lincs up before it 
yesterday. Albany wants a union depot, and 
after an agitation of several years has finally 
got the movenfent in such shape that the im- 
provement cannot be much longer delayed. 

Albany was represented by ex-Representa- 
tive Wooten anda number of citizens, Their 
complaint was that the city has oniy one depot 
deserving of the name, and it is too small and 
inadequate for the business. 

The question of a union depot was discussed, 
and it was suggested that perhaps the sovera! 
roads would prefer to build each a separate 
depot for itself. The commision was asked by 
the city of Albany to make a ruling on 
this point. After going over the ground 
thoroughly, the commission intimated that a 
union depot will probably be ordered. But 
before definite action is taken the commission- 
ers will visit Albany and look at the situation 
there. The visit will be made Tuesday, No- 


vember 17th. 

Mr. Wooten stated that Albany will make 
any reasonable concessions to the railroads if 
it can get a union depot. 

Captain McBee, of the Central; 
Captain R. G. Fleming, of the Savannah, 

Florida and Western, and Mr. George Haines, 
of the Brunswick and Western, intimated 
that their roads were disposed to unite with 
the other lines and build a union depot. 
The Commission's New Law. 

The interstate commerce commission has 
laid down anew law, which will worry the 
railroads no little. In substance, the rule is 
that carriers must make restitution to those 
who have paid exorbitant rates. Heretofore 
the order has simply been to desist from dis- 
criminating or making charges that were too 
heavy. The decisionin which this new rule 
is laid duwn was inthe case of the railroad 
commission of Florida against the Savannah, 
Florida and Western Railway Company and 
other lines forming all rail and part rail and 
part water routes from Florida to New York 
and other northern markets. The case involved 
the reasonableness of rates on orangés. One 
ef the complaints was against the Clyde and 
Mallory steamship lines and the Florida Cen- 
tral railroad. The advance of 10 cents a box 
in orange rates, made November 23, 180, is 
held by the interstate cominission to have been 
without justification and unreasonable to the 
extent of 5 cents per box, and defendants are 
required to reduce it accordingly and to make 
reparation to the persons entitled thereto. The 
proceeding is continued for the purpose of de- 
termining the amounts due such persons. 

The exercise of the power to order repara- 
tion instead of simply making a rule for the 
future has never been attempted before by, 
forma! order of the commission for a combina- 
tion of reasons. The original act to reguiate 
commerce provided that the commission might 
order reparation as well as fix rates, but when 

the commission examined theactthey doubted 
their power to enforce such an order without 
a change in the law. 

Subsequently the defects inthe act were 
vunseiied by congress. The commission pre- 
fers that cases involving repartion, many 
of which do not involve the tixing of rates, 
should be brought in the courts to avoid need- 
less labor, but where the fixing of rates belongs 
more properly to the commission it will in the 
future direct reparation where it seems proper. 
It will remain with the courts to enforce such 
decisions by the usual machinery if the rail- 
roads refuse to carry out the suggestions of the 
commission. Itis a new thing for the rail- 
roads to grant reparation upon the suggestion 
of the commission, but it has always been done 
heretofore as the result of correspondence and 
not in obedience to a forma! decision. 

Four of the recently patented electric head- 
lights are in use on engines on the Cincinnati 
Southern railroad. They have proved so suc- 
cessful that every effort is being made to have 
them on all the engines. It is said that a few 
days ago Mr. Meehan, superintendent of mo- 
tive power, and General Manager Carrol] 
joined in a request to the executive that they 
be placed on eight more engines, inciuding 
passenger engines.

Was That of the Atlanta Detectives When 
They Landed the Three Crooks. 


EIGHT THOUSAND DOLLARS REWARD, 


Charley Diamond and Harry Armstrong 
Carried to St. Louis— Bacon 
in. Jail Here. 


The three crooks so cleverly captured about 
aweek ago by Atlanta detectives,as was 
stated at the time of the arrest, are wanted, 
aud badly wanted. 

They are three of a gang of the most 
noted mail robbers in the country. Their 
operations have covered the entife north 
and west and some of the southern cities, 

When arrested here a week ago they gave 
their names as Tom Bacon, Harry Armstrong 
and Charley Diamond. They formed a well- 
dressed, good-looking trio and {protested 
against being locked up. They made a big 
bluff, but it didn’t go. The detectives felt 
sure of theimportance of their prisoners and 
quietly stored them away in the sta ion house 
in separate cells. They had something like five 
hundred dollars among them and smoked good 
cigars and ordered their meals from the best 
restaurant in the city. They were as mum as 
oysters, and when asked by Chief Connolly if 
they wanted alawyer they replied that they 
had no use for one. They took life easy, and 
occupied their hours in having a good time by 
“guying’’ the picturesque and comical crowds 
that daily found lodging in the same 
jail. The detectives worked hard to secure 
a confession or some kind of information, but 
they were as shrewd a trio as ever struck 
Atlanta, and kept their own counsel. 

Several unsuccessful efforts to photograph 
them were made, and copies of these pictures 
were sent over the country. The pictures fell 
into the hands of the bureau of postoftice in- 
spectors, and were instantly recognized as 
three of agang of the most noted mail box 
robbers in the country. The Atlanta authori- 
ties were at once notified to hold the men. 

The crooks were given to understand that 
they had been completely caught in a trap 
from which there was no hope of extraction, 
but still they would say nothing. They were 
interviewed upstairs, down stairs,in public and 
in private, but significant silence marked their 
movements. 

The Inspectors Arrive. 

The chief inspector of the postoftice depart- 
ment of the United States, and a detective in 
the mail department, arrived in the city and 
quietly slipped into the cells of the robbers, 
confronting them with the gravity of their 
situation. They made no attempt to deny the 
charges made against them by the postoffice 
officials, neither would they admit anything. 
They have strictly adhered to the policy that 
silence is golden since their incarceration. A 
search of their roomsin the house in which 
they had been stopping in the city was made 
and a full supply of burglar’s tools of all de- 
scriptions and a lot of United States mail box 
keys were found. This dM not seem to alarm 
them, as in fact nothing has done, their only 
anxiety being for good meals, good cigars and 


more comfort. 
A Move Is Made.

Twoofthe crooks were carried to 
St. Louis, and the other one committed to jail 
here -in default of a five-thousand-

Tom Bacon was found in possession of a key 
to the lécal mail boxes, and in view of certain 
clreRmstances that pointed to some 
C¥ooked work in this city, he 
was given a reliminary trial 
before Judge Will Haight and committed to 
jail in default of a five-thousand-dollar bond. 


It is believed that, notwithstanding their | 
statements to the contrary, they got in some | 
slick work on the mai] boxes here the first | 


three days of their arrival in this city. 

They are wanted in Philadel phia, Denver, 
Kansas City, New York city, Chicago, New 
Orleans and other places for extensive rob- 
beries of street mail boxes, There are six 
of the gang, and it is said the amount 
of their stealings in the past eighteen 
months will run into hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. They were tried in the courts of St. 
Louis and committed to jail for robbing mail 
boxes, but made their escape. Rewards ag- 
gregating over eight thousand dollars have 
been offered for their capture, and will be paid 
the detectives here.

A strange case of insanity developed in this 
sity yesterday.

Heller branched 
out and for some time Mr. Frank heard noth- 
ingof him. Just before the exposition, Mr. 
Frank found he would need more help, and 
wanted a thoroughly experienced man, who 
could act as expert examiner. He wrote to 
‘some relationsin Detroit, who are in the ticket 
business there, inquiring about aman. The 
Detroit people had had Heller with them for 
some time, but he had left for Cincinnati. 
They wrote Mr. Frank, knowing that Hel- 
Jer owas once with him, and that 
hig services were entirely satisfactory, that if 
he wanted Heller be could be found in Cin- 
cinnati. As Helier was experienced in the 
bosiness and a scrupulously honest man, in 
Mr. Frank’s opinion, he wired him to come 
down. 

When Heller arrived it was noticeable that 
he was physically very weak, although a 
large, strong young man ordinarily. He acted 

‘strangely, and at times had the appearance of 
aman whose mind was temporarily deranged. 
Mr. Frank, after two days’ work, told Heller 
that he could not keep him. 

“IfIlcan do anything for you,” said Mr. 
Frank, “I will do it, but you can’t ‘fill the 
place in the office.”’ 

Mr. Frank offered him a ticket back home, 
but he would not accept it. 

Yesterday Heller walked up to Patrolman 
Vannell and requested that he be carried to 
the police station and protected, saying that 
he had been poisoned by Mr. Frank.

been sick all day, and his symptoins Were those 
of poisun. 

He was carried to the station house and put 
in charge of Mrs. Brittain. He was quiet and 
submissive as longas an ofticer was by his 
side, but as soon as he was left alone, he be- 
came excited and begged and plead for pro- 
tection.

THE STATE BOARD OF PHARMACY 


= ne ae 


Holds Ite Annual Session at the Capitol 
Yesterday. 

The state board of pharinacy held its annual 
session in the senate chamber yesterday. 

It was the occasion for the candidates of 
pharmacy to prove their worth and become 
licensed for practice. 

A full board was present. Dr. Harry Sharp, 
of Atlanta; Dr. H. R. Slack, of La Grange; J. 
W. Goodwyn, of Macon; Dr. 8. C. Durban, 
of Augusta, and Dr. George Payne, of Macon. 

Mr. J. W. Goodwyn is the presetit president 
of the association and Dr. Slack the secretary. 

A good number of candidates reported at the 
opening of the session, and others came in on 
trains during the day. 

After registering they were furnished with 
quite a rigid examination. This test was 
printed, and the same paper was furnished to 
all the candidates. 

The young men plodded assiduously with 
their tasks all day long. It was evident to 
the observer that it now takes some consider- 
able proticiency and much good sense to 
obrain a license to practice pharmacy in 
Georgia. 

Those examified were Messrs. H. T. Gaines, 
Butler, Ga.; J. L. Brooks, E. L. Wiggins, 
William Johnson and J. L. Albernathy, of 
Atlanta; R. B. Nesbit, Eatonton, Ga.; D. S. 
Carrington, J. J. Wooten and 8. E. Baine, of 
Milledgeville. 

The term of Dr. Jourger, of Brunswick, as 
member of the board having expired, Dr. 
Payne, the state chemist, was sworn in for a 
five years’ term. 

Some very interesting analysis of drugs 
were conducted by the board, or rather reports 
of them were received, but nothing was made 
public yesterday. 

The young men worked on thelr papers 
until night. Then the board and the candi- 
dates together adjourned to the Kimball 
house to partake of a sumptuous banquet in 
honor of the occasion. 

Dr. Slack spoke yesterday of the new law 
enacted by the legislature. This is an amend- 
mentto the present law and provides that 
all graduates of schools of pharmacy or 
medicine in the state shall pass an examina- 
tion before this board before becoming en- 
titled to practice. This applies to ail those 
who have had less than five years’ actual ex- 
perience in pharmacy or medicine. 

Dr. Slack says that a good deal of misunder- 
standing exists all over the siate as to the 
@xact meaning of this law. He has received 
several hundred letters of inquiry about it and 
thinks there should be nocause for ignorance 
The new law simply means that 
ignoramuses and duces shali no longer be en- 
titled to mix medicines and prescribe them 
under heavy penalty of the law. 

Those who have had _ five years’ 
experience are presumed to have acquired 
enough knowledge at least toknow what is 


| poisonous. Hence, those of five years’ practice 


are exempted; but all with jess experience 
than that must stand the test or be forbidden 
to practice.

CURING “AN IDIOT, 


A Baby's Skull Sawed Open to Let Ite Brain 
Expand. 


An English surgeon has just performed an 
extraordinary operation by which he has 
turned an idiot into an intelligent child. 

The subject of this operation was a child 
about a year old whose head, when the body 
began to grow, remained of the size of a new- 
born child’s. This was owing to the fact that 
the cranium was hermetically sealed and of a 
hardness which made the growth of the brain 
impossible. The baby grew without a ray of 
intelligence illuminating its face, and the pa- 
rents, tired of weeping, almost wished the 
death of the idiot, when the surgeon resolved 
to risk the great operation. 

In the presence of acertain nnmber of co)- 
leagues whom he wished to be witnesses, he 
split with his scalpel the cranial box of the 
patient, and with his fingers removed the 
cervical matter adhering to the skull. ‘fhe 
opening in the osseous box was maintained and 
covered by leather with antiseptic dressing 
under it. The operation, conducted with 
unheard of care and minute precantions, lasted 
an hour and a half. 

The child remained unconscious under the 
influence of anesthetics and did not make 
acry.

The Herald does not propose to mince words 
about this matter. People have aright to spend 
their money trying to reform fallen women, but 
they have no right todo injustice to people who 
do notneedl reforining. 

It 18 well to take a sensible view of the world as 
we vo along. It is foolish to indulge in sickly 
sentiment regarding women who are outcasts, 

“and 1t would be a shame to carry such women 
into a neighborhood where the pure and virtuous 
make their homes. 

If the persons who have taken up this fad wish 
to go ahead, let them do so, but let them not in- 
jure others. Respectable people and virtuous 
homes still have rights,and if these rights are 
outraged, as they would be in this case, The Hir- 
ald would not answer for the consequences. 

If the reformatory is torn down and cast into 
the streets, then the misguided projectors will 
getau idea of how deeply a man feels when pro- 
tecting his home. 

An Offer to Sell. 

One of the most interested readers of the 
interviews printed in Tur ConstituTion of 
yesterday was Rev. Mr. Cadwallader hiiself.

Be it ordained by the mayor and general council 
of the city of Atlanta, and it is hereby ordained 
by authority of the same. 

Section 1. Fromand afterthe passage of this 
ordinan:e it shal] be unlawful for any person or 
persons in said city to erect or maintain any hos- 
pital, infirmary, house or place of refuge, or re- 
lormatory, or asylum, or other place where per- 
sons are received for reformation or treatment, 
Without first having obtained the consent of the 
mayor aud general council of said city fur the 
erection or muintenance of the sane. And ali ap- 
plications to the mayor or the general council for 
permission to erect, maintain or carry on any 
place for any such purpose must plainly and dis- 
tinctly show the particular locality where the 
Salue 1s desired, for what purpose the place is de- 
sired to be erected or maintained, and what class 
of persons are to be adinitted to the same. 

Sec. 2. Be it further ordained by the autbority 
aforesaid that any person or persons who shall 
Violate the provisions of the foreguing section 
of this ordinance sball,on conviction thereof, be 
punished Ly a fine of not more than $100 and im- 
prisonment not exceeding thirty days, either or 
both in the discretion of the court, for each and 
every such offense committed. 

Sec. 3. Be it further ordained that all laws and 
ordinances in conflict with the foregoing ordi- 
Dance are hereby repealed. 

Lhe ordinance now goes to Mayor Hemphill 
for his signature. On being asked about it, 
Mayor Hemphill said: 

“I will certainly protect the property rights 
and the homepride of our sgood people who 
have, by industry and good lives, built up 
homes for their wives and children.

TRADE TOPICS, 


Keport of Dun & Co., of Business for the 
‘ Week. 

New York, November 6,—Business failures 
occurring throughout the country during the last 
om days, as reported to R. G. Dun & Co., num- 

of for the United States 223, and Canada 43, or 
266, compared with 255 last week and 249 the week 
previous. For the corresponding week last year 
the figures were 215. ‘The failure of a widely 
known bank at Boston was a striking event of the 
week, but has caused astonishment rather than 
disturbance. 

Effect of the Maverick Failure. 

The withdrawals of money from this point to 
fortify Bostou have caused higher rates, 6 per 
cent,against 3 per cent weeks ago,but supplies con- 
tinue to come steadily from Europe. The Bank of 
England does not change its ra es, though losing 
gold largely, and the official treasury report 
Shows the addition of $33,000,000 to the actual eir- 
culation of ail kinds in Octover. Crops are mov- 
ing _ freely, so that it seems scarcely 
possible that any important monetary disturbance 
should arise at present. It is also a reassuring 
fact to ea-tern cupitatsts and investors that the 
western elections have resulted inthe complete 
defeat of those who advocated wild tinancial 
schemes. So that their power in the next session 
of congress is hkely to be much diwinished. 

Reports from the Cities. 

Reports trom all parts of the country shows 
that business, though interrupted somewhat by 
the elections, bas been healthy and large in vol- 
ume. At Boston the failure of the Maverick 
bank caused some uneasiness, but business con- 
tinues steady and healthy. No lack of confidence 
is seen, and money iseasy. The only cities re- 
porting monetary pressure are Omaha and Savan- 
nal. 

The iron industry, in spite of the lowest prices 
ever known for seme products, shows no de- 
Spondency, and the demand for manufactured iron 
and steel does not diminish. Trade in dry 
goods looks a little better. Spr.ng woolens are in 
rather more de:nuahd, the dress goods season is 
fairly satisfactory, and agents bave begun to show 
overcoating with fair results. The recent decision 
as to worsteds open the way to largely increased 
ye eng 

Trade in cottons is not just now equal to last 
year’s, but for the whole season thus far it hes 
been considerably larger. 

The Grais Market. 

Speculation has lifted wheat 1%,, though west- 
ern receipts continue enormous. Exports fer the 
week thus far are about equal to those of recent 
weeks. Corn has declined half a cent, with some- 
what increased receipts atthe west, and cotton 
an eighth with very heavy receipts at southern 
ports. Oil, pork, products and hogs are somewhat 
lower, but coffee is haif a cent higher. 

The general average of prices are a shade lower 
for the week, and markets wre less embarrassed 
than usual ly cliques maintaining ertificial prices. 
In (he main labor is well employed, with few con- 
troversies about wares, 

Stocks have been weak on account of the failure 
at Boston and some selling for toreigners, but 
Show a little better toneatthe close. The treasury 
continues toadd new notes to the circulation in 
exchange for silver purchased, but the price of 
silver bullion has dropped to 444d per ounce.

GEN. JACKSON'S ADDRESS NEXT FRIDAY. 


The Story of a Case That Caused Two 
Duels—Commodore Moore and Char- 
ley Lamar—Last Slave Ship. 


The address General Henry R. Jackson will 
deliver at the capito] on Friday night is likely 
to be discussed from one end of the continent 
to the Over. 

The great prosecution known as the Wan- 
defer case, occuring in Savannah, a hotbed of 
secession in 1860, when the states were on the 
eve of breaking away from the federal] govern- 
meént, caused excitement hardly paralleled in 
the state’s history. 

General Jackson, an advocate of slavery, 
Was prosecuting the purser of a slave ship for 
bringing negroes from Africa tothe Georgia 
coast. Though backed by the whole power of 
Mr. Bachanan’s aduiinistration, and associated 
with a district attorney so able and popular as 
Major Joseph Ganah!, General Jackson was, 
for the time, the object of the bitterest re- 
sentment of the people of Savannah. 
So extreme and Miter Was the 
feeling that Major Ganah}l was 
attacked on the street and exchanged shots 
with his assailant, while Commodore Moore, 
who had been an unwilling witness, Was openly 
denounced at the court house in such offensive 
terms that a duel followed the next morning. 

The trial developed the fact that this slave 
ship was owned partly by the United States 
marshal of the southern district of New York, 
and the rest of the owners, with one exeer- 
tion, weré ftom Maine and the other New 
England states. Their cargo of Africans was 
jJanded at Jekyl island in 1500, only a year 
before the war, and Egbert F. Farnham, 
who was puftser of the ship and brought a 
prisoner to Savannah on the capital charge of 
piracy, afterwards went to New York and 
enlisted for the war started by abolitionists. 
He rose to the rank of major general, and was 

a corps commander. 

The parties brought into this trial were 
highly connected. Commodore Moore, who 
had to fight a duel on account of his testimony 
against Farnham, had been the commander of 


the Texas navy when that state was struggling |

for independence against Mexico. 
say, he owed his appointment to Mirabeau 


Lamar, president of the Texas republic, who | 


was a cousin of Charley Lamar, the man he 
fought a duel with. 

The story is one full of the most dramatic 
scenes. One of them occurred during the 
trial while Farnham was a prisoner. Charley 
Lamarand other like impetuous spirits took 
Farnham from the jail one night and publicly 
bangueted him, At the banquet a number of 
red-hot speeches were made and Farnham was 
the toast and the lion of the occasion, In his 
speech at the banquet he stated that his first 
act on getting loose from the clutches of the 
law would be to kill General Jackson. 

It was a great cause, caloulated to provoke a 
great lawyer to stirring eloquence. In the 
concluding argument General Jackson made a 
memorable speech, in which he used a famous 
tigure to describe the course of the Wanderer 
from the African coast, “every nile marked 
with a human milestone.” 

This address is the first of a series 
on Georgia history, to be delivered 
under the auspices of the Young Men’s Library. 
The use of the beautiful hal! in the new cap- 
itol was granted for this purpose by resolution 
of the house of representatives. Governor 
Northen will preside. The address will be 
public and all who take an interest in the his- 
tory of Georgia are invited to attend. Special 
invitations will be sent to the schools anda 
large attendance is expected. 

Q Jackson's reputation agsan orator 
and a poet is such that it would 
be superfluous to speak here of 
his gifts aud grace in speech. 
Ifis distinction as a lawyer led to his appoint- 
ment as prosecutor in the Wanderer case. The 
appointment was made by Judge Jeremiah 
Biack, of Pennsylvania, then attorney general 
of the United States, one of the most profound 
lawyers this country has ever produced.
